The Federal government 
(Labor Board) is here sim- 
ultaneously with no appar- | 
ent burning enthusiasm for | 
equity — except of a bur- 
eaucratic tint. 


Fifty-two farmers, co- 
operatively, formed, fin- 
anced and put into oper: 
tion a sugar mill to pro- 
cess sugarcane with an 
overall investment of $25 
million-plus, and an annual 
payroll of near $5 million, 
with out bureaugratic gov- 
ernment aid. 


The Sugar House has in- 
creased it’s capacity, twice 
—frem 5 to 6, then to 8,000 
tons; it has voluntarily rais- 
ed wages for this season, 
and gave a 6 percont bonus 
for the past season.

pay checks, tax monies and 
à growing standard of liv- 
ing for many, if undu» ard 
unreasonable interference 
is not forced on the indus- 
try. 


Organized labor, with 
the connivance of the La- 
bor Board, is demanding 
union representation for la- 
bor in the Belle Glade Su- 
gar House, and complemen- 
tary activities to an unrea- 
sonable degree.

In about one- 
fcurth of the years, the first 
freeze has taken place before 
November 10 and it has occur- 
red as early as November 1 
One November in five will pass 
without general freezing. 

The northern edge of the cit-

freeze will hit before’ Derem- 
ber 1. In about one-fourth of 
the years, freezing has occ 
red by November 25.
